And Salomon Warneth the ten tribes, 
how they Wwilbe robbers mak..3g one purſe, and refuſe the 
love of the truth and how God Wold laugh at their de - 
firuQiop by Aſus # and fitted Proverbes to have kept them 
from deſtruftion : And the ſonne of Thamar, of Rachab, 
of Ruth , of Bathſwagh in "the Canticles turneth all toy. ta 
the Kinedome ch Chriſt:that Tofephs houſe should not tbife the 
root of Teſſas though Tefrs Son of N.yn conquered the Land & 
wade the Sunto ſtay. A matter chewing that Which foloweth, 
TESVS the Sqnne of GOD , and the Sonne of Da- 
vid after the flech , Wold darken the Sun, and 5hake all 
the earth, And yeres nere athouſand , GO D Fill ſo g0- 
werned Ind that they should look for the Kingdome of hea- 
wen , alwayes opened by CHRIST, and ſtill feele their 
ſtate on'earth to be full of ſorow.That did they ſone prove true. 
Far the Kinees of Iuda Were all ether Wworshippers of 
Devels yoith many of theyr people, or , in ſome feeling of 
great danger & 0-4 e: or, in open hearing of Prophe- 
tes,. and that , matiy at once, that Babel 5hould end their 
ſtate: and Salomons houſe:becauſe they followed Babel built 
to make Goddes of creatures .Salemons kouſe witerly periched.

- And poor Tewes from 1 2 0. nationes are ſent to le- 
ruſalem by Cyrus proclamation of the true God, Who all 
conld teach Heathen that the World Was made, ard alſo how 
longue then it had ſtode: Wher ſrill infidels Willerre. 2nd 
for receaving of Ehrift his Prophecy ,'the poore nation that 
returned to leruſalem in = of life by it , us recorded by the 
holy ſpirit Which beamtified the heavens, in high honour how 
many they Whole number to every man did make. This 
honor had the ſaindtes: & their poore Fate in Ezra & Ne 
hemias from God ſet dewne & their _ , & affinity 
With the _ kinges alſo is pened fro Gods Wiſdome, &,relt- 
$iontsexpoded by Agger, Zachary & Malachy,eveto lohn Bap. 
& tothe meke King,Chriſt himſelf. to the deftructiq of their 
natio, Which Wall not beleve that all kingdomes 1 nder 
the Swn arevanity: but dpe and Will itill hope for a 
| mm. Befur_s $orpens 
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pompous belly bleſſing inthis curſed earth. In dve tyme our 
Lord cometh, to have hu tabernacle in vs: for Which his taber- 
nacle or temple the World Was made obedient unto man . And 
though Moſes tabernacle, Were mo#t diligently thriſe deſert 
bed: & farniched With all dignity of matter & forme: yet 
God did fone leave it in ſmalle regard : & likeWiſe Salomons 
temple. Tet againit S. Stephens doctrine AF. 7. tothis day 
Iſrael hopeth for a temple of None, & Cityto be built on mount 
Syon , in Chanaan . But our Lord leaveth this World, to ſit on 
D.rvidi throne for ever: & Iewes perish in their lyes,and blind 
nes, for our Lords brightnes, Gore Evaneeliſtes tell that: & 
one telleth how the Apoſtles taught that to the heathen ; & hs- 
ly Fpiitles comment vpon all Moſes, to teach Iſraell the got- 
den tuilding , & how their Thalmmdicall « itraw : in all hope 
of Policy good on Earth. And When leruſalem us deitrayed ts 
force an end of Moſes Ceremonies: . then more fully the nature 
of Davids throne «s y_ by Gracious lohn,in har Patmos. 
He -heweth how al the goodly Tewels wſed through Moyſes and 
the Prophetes tend hither , fon the knowledge of Chriſt pratts- 


' * ſedopenly & rightly by bu ſervantes , maketh the heavenly Ie- 


ruſalem : the holy Tewes a ey-expectation. But this should 
hive two hinderances : pore the prophane Ceſares, Whom the 
Lord Wold pay for their partes: that all their world should be 
altered: the other by Chriitianes falling away, 4s Iſmael &-E- 
phraim did. Sa Mackmad of Iſmael ſone withdrew all the c6- 
treys of Daniels Image , to their old Arabiq; infidelitie: and 
Chriit leauveth them to eternal{ blindnes, ac he did the old 
builde rx of Babel. Alſo the city , that crucified Chrift, ſerteth 
UP 18 earthly pompe, With corruption of all holy trmh, & cart-

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Of cel the huty 5, ripearc. 9 
age inhope of life by the Waters of Scripture, out of Which he 
that ts not borne againe by the Spirit , can never enter into the 
Kingdome of heaven . Tet again#t this Pompe Chri#t ruleth 
his common Weales in perpetuall expectation of the Eternall 
Throne to be fully manifeſted . Andthis ſumme doth the ho. 
ly Bible afforde . Which he that beareth in mynd shall ſoner ſee 
the driefte of every particular Booke. And now Eccleſiaſtes 
Will chew how this veorld cap have no good Kingdome : Wher 
all kind of Sortes flow With vanities and vexation of Spirit. 
But to conſider his book With more clearneſſe of light , (his kin- 
dred, & life , & apopular ſpech of hus royall and moſt Witty 
cloſie ſpech, & divinity chiefooindies, get reſitted of his nation, 
theſe are tobe layd forth ſomwhat familiarly, for the help of 
the unacquainted With ſuch matters.

L559 A V I D had ſonnes by many vvi- 
ves. ThcKingand his brother Na- 
han, & tvvo more named in 1 Chr, 
7. $. by the daughter of Ammicl: 
velides the firſt borne that ſone di- 
ed. That his yvife vvascalled Bath- 
A Suagh ypwna3 a Daoghter of no- 
buicy : Lud cloHLy diſpoling tongues to that vyhich in 


ſtory

ſtoryshould be moſt famous. After Vrias the faith- 
full Hettean dicd for his people & thecitiesofhis God, 
by good Davids vvicked fleight, and David had made 
that Pſalme of repEtance to the cofort of all that should 
by faith find juſtice, David conforted Bath ſuagh, and 
ſyvare that Salomon should rcigne : & called her Bath- 
Shebagh yaw na daughter of Oth. And he ſavvy fur- 
ther thatSalomons houſe vvold not be vpright vvith 
God, but vvold overthrovyv the temple & nation Lev. 
2 6.and Dewt. 29, andihat Nathans prophecy should 
come of Salomons next brother: & called him Nathan: 
that his name should abridge the Prophecy. Bath she- 
bagh yewn3 alſo hath her honourfrom God . Prov, 
3 7. Beingan holy teacherof holy truth, andjoying 
that Chriſt should come of her, as of T hamar, Rachab, 
and Ruth the Moabite: and not alſo of Roboams mo- 
*her the Ammonite, nor ofany King aftervvardes, Sa- 
loms vvas borne about the time that Adoniah deflou- 
red Thamar : as the ſtory shevveth: andis caſt by the 
Rabbines and Grekes to be tyyelve yeres old vvhen pa- 
vid dicth. His Fatherand his mother and ihe Pxophet 
Nathan inſtructed him in the vvayes of God : &hecra- 
ved yviſdome of God, and had it above all Kinges: and 
the more he increated in vviſdome, he taught the peo- 
ple knoyyledge, and fitted many Proverbes. Three 
bookes he left; The Songe of Songes shevving the 1oy 
of the Church that truly folovveth Chriſt: and the 
Proverbes, vvarning much the Tribes that they vvill 


fall ayyay from God. In thc ſame books he joincth the 
vvordcs 
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Of Salomons life. T! 
wyordes of Agur Ben lakeh-a vviſe Prophet of his time, 
vvho in fevy vvordes taught much, of mans corruptis: 
and ſpake of God to dyvell in Chriſt, named lthiel, and 
Vcal, that is vvith me God, euen the Mighty. And 
Koheleth is his third book. The K. had tovver names 
Salomon, and lIcdidiah, r K72z. 7 2., Lemoel, Prov. 3 7. 
and Koheleth : Er. r. The notation of the laſt should 
here be opened : 5nap Cahal the verb is, Gather, and the 
novvyne Eccleſia, a company gathered to one aſſembly: 
as the Fo 0 000. vyhichat once denyed God : Num.r 3. 
called there my Ghedah: elivvhere of:en hap Cahal . 
evaywy! , Smagogue, or Eccleſia. Of Gaihering the beſt 
thing, that is, vviſddome, hcis called Koheleth xypa 
12 nopan nam awp nbwp. Abcn Ezr .Eccleſiaſt. 1. 
That is: He called Koheleth, by the terme of Wiſiome Which 
Was gathered in him: finding by experience that all thin- 
gcs vnder the ſunneare vaine.: & common vveales full 
of tolly & madnes: that men should look to rhe King- 
dome of Chriſt in heaven. The L x x. mad2a nevy 
terme of heir ovync Eccleſiaſtes : a vviſe Doctor. And 
this book commenteth vpon Nathans Prophecy, cited 
afore: and teacheih cloſly, that many Kinges of his po- 
ſtcrity by foolishnes vyold breake the hedge, that Ser- 
pentes $hould bite them: & vvold ſpeak great vvordes, 
as did Roboam, ſo foolish as onethat knevy not the 
vvay tothecity. Andhe himiclfe, vvas entangled by 
his vvives to build Idolca forthem: But he proclameth 
thcir vvickednes : and hovv ledidiah, the beloved of 
God vyas delivered from. them, None should doubt

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Lntthathe is in the Kingdomeof heaven : (cingall the 
Prophetcs be there Lac. 73. andhe ſpentall hislife to 
tcach the vanitics of this yvorld. His poſterity endedin 
lechonias: and the Ievves miſic of all the Prophctes 
meaning, vvhich ſay: that Meſhias should come of le- 
chonias: vvholeft nochild naturally: Tere.
